his honor has been used by Chinese 
agitators to stir up 
fresh agitation 
against American products. 
Previous 
to tills, at a meeting 
held by about 
fifty commercial representatives and 
delegates from the 
various Chinese 
guilds of Shanghai, Canton and Hong­ 
kong, tile delegates had agreed upon 
twenty proposed modifications of tim 
Chine.,e exclusion law. 
The American 
representatives agreed to have their 
houses urge these upon congress and 
the Chinese agreed 
immediately to 
call off the boycott. 
Then, according 
to Hongkong 
papers, 
Mr. Bryan a p ­ 
peared and was 
entertained by the 
Chinese m erch an ts at a dinner. 
One of the Chinese m erchants at the 
dinner reported the proceedings to the 
Chinese newspapers. 
He quoted Mr. 
Bryan as declaring th at tile labor p a r­ 
ty was so strong in the United States 
that Chinese workmen, skilled or u n ­ 
skilled, would never be permitted to 
enter, and as drawing a gloomy pic­ 
ture of what would happen to Ameri­ 
can workmen if tile Chinese were al­ 
lowed to take awa) their employment.

Bryan bad agreed to support a n u m ­ 
ber of the proposed changes, he hail
